Supplemental Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-34, 38-40, 42-45 have been examined. 

Claims 3, 7-8, 12, 17-19, 28-31, 38, 44 and 45 were previously withdrawn from 
consideration. 

By this amendment, claims 35-37, 41 and 46-60 are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Independent claims 1, 9, 25 and 32 have been amended for further clarity. 

Claims 1,2, 4-6, 9-11, 13-16, 20-27, 32-34 and 39, 40, 42-43 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Seino et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,361,138; hereinafter 
"Seino"). Applicant submits the following in traversal of the claim rejections. 

Applicant submits that claim 1 is patentable because Seino fails to disclose or suggest, 
inter alia , the claimed front retaining lever, the back retaining member and the slit. 

In the rejection of now-canceled claim 36, the Examiner argued that the portions of FIG. 
4B annotated by the Examiner as "projections" in the annotated copy of FIG. 4B in the Office 
Action correspond to the front retaining member. The "projections," however, arc not parts of 
the ink cartridge, but are parts of the cartridge holder. Therefore, the "projections" do not 
correspond to the claimed front retaining lever of claim 1 . 

Similarly, the portion annotated as the "hook portion" by the Examiner cannot 
correspond to the claimed back retaining member of claim 1 because the "hook portion" is not a 
part of the ink cartridge. 

Seino does not disclose or suggest the slit as recited in claim 1. 

For at least the above reasons, claim 1 is patentable. 
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Independent claims 9, 25 and 32 are patentable for reasons similar to those submitted for 

claim 1. 

The remaining dependent claims are patentable for at least the reasons submitted for their 
respective base claims.
